STOPPING ILLEGAL FISHING 
ON THE CLYDE. 


“A ROTTEN WAY.” 


A hydroplane which swooped down on 
three Fleetwood trawlers in the Firth of 
Clyde was responsible for the appearance 
of the three ca,tains in court yesterday 
on a charge of fishing within the pro- 
hibited area. 

It was stated that the fishery cruiser 
Vigilant was’ patrolling on Wigtownshire 
coast, when three trawlers were sighted 
a long distance off. The cruiser’s new 
hydroplane, which is capable of travelling 
at forty miles per hour, was sent in chase, 
and quickly effected the capture of the 
poachers. Cruiser officers were put in 
charge of the trawlers, which were then 
taken to Campbelltown. 

Their masters yesterday admitted illegal 
trawling, and were each fined £100, with 
confiscation of nets. One trawl-master 
said it was “a fair catch,” and he would 
never enter the Firth of Clyde again +s 
long as the cruiser had that hydroplane. 

The master of another trawler com- 
plained that it was a rotten way to catch 
aman. He maintained that the Vigilant 
by herself would never have been able to 
effect the capture of the vessels.

STATE TO ADVANCE £100,000. 
An addition to the Free State Estimates for 
the current financial year was published 
yesterday. It sets out the. estimate of £100,000 
for advances to agricultural credit societies, 
to be made on terms approved by the Minister 
for Finance. The allocation of this sum is in 
pursuance of the offer made by the Minister 
for Agriculture, with the concurrence of the 
Minister for Finance, in the course of the 
recent debate in the Dail on the losses suffered 
by farmers through the incidence of “ fluke ’’ 
disease among stock.

Two persons were rescued from a burning 
house in Waterford yesterday by a member 
of the local foree of the Civic Guard, who 
acted with great courage and promptitude.

CALL FOR HELP. 

Shortly before eight o'clock the fire broke 
out in Hutchinson’s Pharmacy, and owing to 
the highly inflammable nature of the stock 
in the shop spread with great rapidity to all 
parts of the house. At ten o’clock the outer 
walls only were standing, 

While the five was at its height the pro- 
prietor of the pharmacy, Mr. Hutchinson, 
junior, and his aged mother appeared at one 
of the windows in the third storey and called 
for help. Men who were in the street below 
called on them to jump into sheets which 
they held open for them, but they hesitated. 

Then Guard Sullivan, of Lady Lane Station, 
climbed to the name board over -the shop 
door, but was unable to reach those im- 
prisoned in the room above. Calling to them 
not to jump, he descended to the street, and, 
seizing a ladder which had been brought from 
the Granville Hotel, ascended it and rescued 
Mrs. Hutchinspn. 

While he was descending the ladder with 
her the heat broke a large pane of glass in a 
window above him, and it fell on his head. 
Neither he nor Mrs. Hutchinson was injured; 
and when he had placed her in safety he again 
ascended the ladder and brought down. Mr. 
Hutchinson. By this time the heat had be- 
come intense, and portion of Constable Sulli- 
van’s uniform was scorched.

THREE WORKMEN KILLED IN 
KENT. 

Three men lost their lives in an explosion 
yesterday afternoon at the explosive works 
of Messrs. Cutis and Harvey, near Favers- 
ham, Kent. 

Two small isolated|press houses were blown 
to pieces. | 

A man named Clarke was blown clean over 
the trees into a mangold worsel field amongst 
pieces of machinery and woodwork, and was 
subsequently found.by a ploughman, who was 
planting seeds. Head's body was discovered 
in the canal, which runs close to the factory, 
and provides the works with water gon 

The first building which exploded was a 
press house situated on the waterside, and 
the consequent concussion from this, or a 
falling piece of @ebris, caused a second press 
house to explode.

A NEGLECTED INDUSTRY. 


GOVERNMENT TI RGED TO HELP 
FISHERMEN, 

A branch of the Irish National Fishermen's 
Association was formed at a public meeting 
held in Greystones last night. 

Mr. S. E. Pim, in advocating the formation 

of a branch, said that the first. necessity in 
promoting the industry in Greystones was the 
repair of the harbour. He deplored the fact 
that a Government engineer had recently re- 
ported that the work would cost a quarter of 
a million pounds, when in point of fact it 
could be carried out for £6,000. 
Mr. ©. Byrne, T.D., urged the need of an 
organisation which would put pressure on the 
Gevernment to provide markets and curing 
stations. 

Mr. James Everett, T.D., said that the 

Irish coast was better adapted for fishing 
than that of Denmark, but the Government 
of that country considered the fishing industry 
as a great national asset and advanced money 
on favourable terms. to the fishermen. 
Mr. T. Tuohy, organiser of the Association, 
remarked that £29,000 was spent annually on 
the promotion of Irish fishing interests, but 
only £1,000 a year was actually spent on 
fostering the industry. The remainder went 
in salaries. The French Government financed 
the native fishing industry very substantially, 
and the Scottish fishermen received £2,000,900 
from the Imperial Government last year, but 
did not spend it all. They in the Free State 
had good cause for envy.

The General Synod of the Church cf 
Ireland, at its meeting in Dublin yesterday, 
passed a resolution moved by the Rev. 
D. H. Hall, expressipg approval of the 
5 per cent. Stock of the St. Barnabas’s 
Public Utility Society as a security in 
Which the Representative Body might be 
at liberty to invest, if it thought fit. 

The object of the resolution was to 
enable the Representative Body to invest 
in the Dublin housing scheme initiated 
by Mr. Hall. The. amount he sought was 
£5,000, which would enable him to com- 
plete the scheme. He made it a condition 
that in for every £500 invested 
they might nominate one Church of Ireland 
tenant for a house. If £5,000 were in- 
vested, houses could be provided for ten 
Church of Ireland families who now live 
in one-room tenements. 

The several speakers who took part in the 
debate acknowledged the great work that 
Mr. Hall has done, and said that it was a 
credit to the Church. 

The Synod also adopted a resolution 
moved by Mr. Twinem, of Portadown,

the erection of houses to supply the present 
need,

The ordinary meeting of next year's 
Creneral Synod was fixed for the 4th of May. 

The following bills were read a third time: 
The Prayer Book Bill; a bill to fix a day 
from and after which certain statutes of the 
(Jeneral Synod shall take effect; the bill for 
the abrogation of the Commission for Union 
of Parishes; a bill to extend the duration of 
the Boards of Nomination (Temporary 5Sus- 
pension) Act, 1920; and a bill to amend that 
portion of Chapter VII. of the Constitution 
which applies to the Collegiate and Cathedral! 
Church of St. Patrick. 

The Bishop of Tuam moved that the report 
of the Temperance Society should be received. 
He said that some had expressed the opinion 
that they could now do very well without 


(Most Rev. Dr. D’Arey) 


that Societv. He did not agree with that, 
for the Church could not do without an 
official Temperance Society. They, could 


rescue the Society from the condition ito 
which it had fallen, and, from what he had 
heard, he believed that the debt would le 
wiped off in the coming year. ‘They should 
thank the Government of the Free Stace for 
what it had done for temperance, and they 
all felt that they were under a deep debt of 
cratitude for the Government's courage an 
for the way it had handled this matter. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The Archdeacon of Dublin, in seconding 
the motion, said that they wanted to gather 
in to help them all who were desirous of 
promoting the welfare of their land. There 
was not the saméneed for the Society as 
there had been in the past; it was undeniable 
that intemperance had been reduced, and 
there was not so much criminality ag In 
former vears (hear, hear); but that happy 
result, so far as AIt went, was very largely 
due to the splendid work that had been put 
in by Temperance Societies in former yoars. 
While that was so, everyone knew that there 


was still an enormous amount of drunken- 
ness, and that there was a very poor public 
opinion on. the subject. They requited to 


educate public opinion, and they regarded 
the legislation for which they were very 
thankful, as a promise of better things to 
come, As they, perhaps, knew, there was a 
Commission at present sitting on the subject, 
and he hoped that the result would be ® 
creat improvement in legislation for tem- 
perance in the Free State. He appealed to 
the members of the Synod not to stand aloof 


from the work. It had been a wonder to him 

that followers of Christ should hold aloof 

from the Society. ; 
The Rev. J. Browne said that they were all 


unanimous regarding temperance, but they 
contributed niggardly and inadequate sums 
for the work. The position of the Society to- 
day was that they could not give a salary 
to an organising secretary; the only thing 
that they could give him was plenty of sym- 
pathy and helpful suggestions. (Hear, hear.) 

Canon Hogg said that the North and South 
could join together in a campaign against 
greatest enemy—strong rink. 
in the North, had got nearly 
evervthing that they had asked for; they 
were asking for more. They were asking for 
local option, and he hoped that the day was not 
far distant when that would be granted. In 
the South he was glad to say that they had 
taken forward steps in closing the public- 
houses on some of the holidays. In the North 
they had a certain holiday, the name of which 
he would not mention, and they would not 
rest satisfied until they got the public-houses 
closed on that day. (Laughter and applause.) 

The motion was adopted. 


BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Bishop of Killaloe moved the report of 
the Board of Missions. He said that if they 
were aware of what was going on im the 
mission fields at the present time they would 
not have a record of such sad facts. He 
attended a meeting in Trinity College that 
and the three missions—Chota 
Nagpur, Fuh-Kien and Uganda—in which 
Dublin University was interested were re- 
ported to be all undermanned. The work of 
missions had not come home to people as it 
ought. He agreed with the suggéstion in the 
report. that there should be a form of publi¢ 
commissioning of candidates going to the 
mission field. A solemn Service would be 
held in the large centres before the candidates 
were sent out, and that would be a pubhe 
testimony to their interest in the mission field. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J. F. Simms seconded the proposal. 

The Bishop of Ossory said that twenty 
years ago, when he worked as a missionary In 
India, the societies of the various Churches 
there worked in co-operation. The movement 
towards reunion of Christendom, which they 
all desired so much; and for which he hoped 
that every member of the Synod longed and 
prayed, received its greatest impetus from the 
mission field. (Hear, hear.) 

The report was adopted, ad also was the 
report of the Widows’ and Orphans’ Board 
Fund.

HOUSING. 
THE SYNOD AND MR. HALL’S 
SCHEME. 


The Rev. D. H. Hall .proposed that the 
Synod approve of the Five per cent. Loan 
Stock of the St. Barnabas’s Public Utility 
Society, Ltd., as a security in which the 
Representative Body may be at liberty to 
invest.: He said that in the last four years he 
had raised £78,000 for the purpose of building 
houses in Dublin, and the scheme was almost 
complete. In a short time there would be

Mr. Shannon proposed as an amendment to 
the motion-the addition of the words, “‘ if it 
deems fit.”.. He thought that they could agree 
without any risk whatever to this resolution, 
which left to the Representative Church Body 
full discretion. He ‘believed that no greater 
work than the work Mr. Hall had undertaken 
had been done for the reputation of the 
Church of Ireland in Dublin. 

The resolution, as amended, was then put 
and carried by a very large majority. 


ANOTHER SCHEME... 

Mr. Twinem oi powers that 
the Representative Church Body be asked to 
consider the question of allocating such sums

THE FREE STATE FLAG. 
TO-THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In choosing a flag for the Irish Free 

State we should seek for one which would 
be acceptable to all parties in the State. The 
} farther we can go back beyond our “ unhappy 
divisions’ the better. If Brian Boru ha 
flag, as described by one of your correspon- 
dents, it might serve the purpose. Brian 
Boru is as much our national hero as St. 
Patrick is our national saint, The Battle 
of Clontarf was, perhaps, our-greatest effort 
at national unity and our most glorious battle 
for national freedom. Its. hero lived before 
the Anglo-Norman invasion divided Irishmen 
for 750. vears. 

Ulster has as its banner the “ Red Hand ” 
of the great O'Neillss Here is a bond of 
sympathy between North and South. When 
in Ulster last summer I questioned many 
people about it. Few knew its history. I 
did not find a single person who could tell 
me what its accompanying motto was 
(ámh Dearg Abú, "The Red Hand to 
Victory,” the battle-cry of the O’Neills). 
Ulstermen know too much about the Battle 
of the Bovne and too little about other parts 
of Irish history. I once asked a woman near 
Ballymena what was the name of a mountain, 
of which there was a striking view from her 
cottage-door. She said that it was Slemish. 
I then asked her if she knew the name of 
a famous man who once lived there: She 
said that she did not. - When I told her 
that it was St. Patrick she confessed that 
she neyer heard of him. She was a Presby- 
terian. Had she been a member of the 
Church of Ireland, I am sure that she would 
have known all about him. 

Could any of your readers inform me on 
what. authority the. '“Crósa- of St. Patrick ”’ 
was taken to represent Ireland on the Union 
Jack? If there is any good authority for 
acccepting it as an Irish national emblem, 
it would make a good flag, on a blue or green 
ground, bordered with shamrocks, It is said 
that green was the colour adopted by the 
Williamites at the Battle of the Boyne— 
another link with Ulster. Again, a flac, like 
our stamps, with the map of Ireland in the 
centre would serve our purpose. When our 
recent battle-wounds are healed and we realise 
the great honour and advantage of our im- 

erial status, we might add, like the other 

Jominions, the Union Jack in the corner 
of our national flag. This would be an 
enormous step towards union between North 
and South. An invitation to the Prince of 
Wales to pay us a visit would crown the 
edifice of national unity. Can Irish Gaels 
show themselves as generoys as the South 
African Dutch? The problem is the same in 
both countries—how to reconcile national and 
imperial loyalties.—Yours, et¢.,

FINAL STAGE OF THE BILL.

On the Report stage of the Censorship of 
Films (Amendment) Bill, 
Professor Magennis moved @ number of 
minor amendments dealing pancipelly with 
the submission to the censor of film advertis- 
ing matter.

SHANNON SCHEME, 
QUESTION OF INTEREST ON 
LOAN,

ADULTERATED MILE. 


WHY MINISTER-REDUCED- 
FINES. 


We have received a copy of a letter which 
the Secretary of the Ministry of Justice has 
sent to. the Dublin County Council, explain- 
ing the circumstances in which the Minister 
reduced the penalties im on John Gore, 
Ballymount, Crumhn, who was convicted on 
three charges of selling adulterated milk, 
from £40 and £3 costs to £3 and £2 2s. 
. Costs, 

The Minister's action (as reported in our 
issue’ of yesterday) was discussed at a meet- 
ing of the Dublin County Council on Thurs- 


day. 

The letter states that Gore sent a petition 
to the Minister, asking for time to pay the 
fines, and his plea was supported by his 
wife, who said that he was in delicate 
health and had a young family to support. 
The Minister sent the petition to the District 
Justice who heard the case, and the latter 
obtained a police report as to the means and 
health of the petitioner. The police reported 
that Gore was in failing health and had 
been so for a considerable time; that he 
was an old man, with three young children ; 
that he lived in a lJabourer’s. cottage, with 
the usual half acre of land, and kept four 
milch cows; that he sold the milk to a dairy- 
man, and, after paying for hay, grains, etc., 
had very little profit. 

In forwarding this report to the Minister, 
the Justice said that the further facts ob- 
tained by the police rendered the levying 
of the original fines quite hopeless, and that 
if he had known all the circumstances when 
he heard the case the inflicting of such sub- 
stantial penalties would have been out of the 
question. Gore's state of health made him 
unfit for imprisonment. He recommended 
that Gore should be required at once to pay 
the sum of £2 2s., and to pay the sum of 
£3, being the fine on each summons, and that 
the police should allow time for the payment 
of the latter sum. 

The letter says that the Minister merely

ations, and adds :—‘'The Minister fully 
a iatea the necessity of availing to the 
full of any legal remedies against persons 
who deliberately adulterate milk, and who, 
apart from the intrinsic injustice of their 
acts, are guilty of very special injury to 
children, and he would be very much con- 
cerned to ensure that no administrative act 
of his should weaken the work of the 
Council in their enforcement of the pro- 
visions of the Food and Drugs Acts; but he

A GIFTED PIANIST.

MISS O’BRIEN’S RECITAL, 


The high standard of the Cork School of 
Music was illustrated last night, when Miss 
O’Brien gave her first recital in Dublin at.the 
Engineers’ Hail. This clever young pianist 
is a pupil of Frau T. Fleeschmann, as was 
also Miss Gera!dine O'Sullivan, whose playing 
of the Chopin Preludes will be rethembered. 
Miss O’Brien, in spite of obvious nervousness, 
gave a good account of her programme, but 
it was not until her concluding item—the 
Chopin ‘ Ballade -Op. 47,” and its ensuing 
encore (also Chopin)—that her nicety of touch 
and strong rhythmic feeling were fully appre- 
ciated. At the ‘same time the Schumann 


} 


gave constant evidence that the pianist 
possessed both temperament and esthetic 
sensibilities. The lighter movements— “ Pa- 
pillons,’’ for instance—were exceptionally fine. 
Miss O’Brien’s forte is the finish and’ phras- 
ing of allegro passages. The evanescence and 
spontaneity of these was in constant evidence. 
The allegro of the Beethoven: ‘‘ Sonata, Op. 
26," was — splendid. But the finale 
to Schumann showed, as, indeed, did 
the whole of the ‘‘ Carnaval,” that 
Miss O’Brien has strong descriptive ability, 
and individual vision of -her work. The 
collection ef Irish airs and hornpipes airs by 
Hardebec, with which she opened the recital, 
was very apt in spirit, tempo and phrasing.
